REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 


Philadelphia,  Jan.  1,  1874. 

Hon.  Wm.  S.  Stokley, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia. 

Sir  : — In  the  performance  of  my  prescribed  duty,  I have  the 
honor  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1873. 

Appended  will  be  found  a statement  of  the  arrests  made  during 
the  year,  setting  forth  the  crime,  nativity,  color,  and  other  infor- 
mation touching  the  prisoners  committed  to  await  trial,  or  held 
to  bail. 

Since  my  last  report,  the  investigation  of  charges  against  police 
officers  has  been  made  before  myself.  Charges  have  been  brought 
against  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  officers,  and  the  evidence  in 
each  case  submitted  for  your  decision. 

The  officers  and  patrolmen  are  held  to  a strict  performance  of 
duty,  and  where  breaches  thereof  occur,  prompt  attention  is 
given  to  correct  it,  and  in  some  instances  the  punishment  inflicted 
has  been  severe,  but  still,  not  marked  with  more  rigor  than  the 
nature  of  the  offences  warranted. 

I take  pleasure  in  commending  the  members  of  the  force  for 
their  uniform  courtesy,  and  the  promptness  they  have  always 
displayed  in  the  execution  of  orders.  For  the  excellent  state  of 
discipline  in  the  several  districts,  the  officers  are  entitled  to  much 
credit.

January  14,  1873 — Officer  Mintzer  arrested  a young  man  by 
the  name  of  Allan  Stout,  for  forgery.  Hearing  before  Aider- 
man  Beitler ; $2,000  to  Court.  Shipped  in  the  United  States 
Navy  by  the  consent  of  the  District  Attorney. 

February  5,  1873 — Officer  Mintzer  arrested  Minnie  Pike,  for 
larceny  at  the  Montgomery  House  of  various  articles  of  jewelery 
and  underclothes,  valued  at  about  $200.  Guilty  ; 2 years  in  the 
County  Prison. 

February  7,  1873 — Officer  Mintzer  arrested  Thomas  Jones,  for 
larceny  of  pig  iron,  valued  at  $10.00,  from  the  Reading  Rail- 
road Company. 

April  7,  1873 — Officer  Megonigal  captured  about  800  pounds 
of  pig  iron,  valued  at  $16.00.

May  18,  1873 — Picked  up  adrift,  by  Officers  Coolidge  and 
Brown,  a 22-foot  skiff,  valued  at  $70.00.  Claimed  by  Captain 
Joshua  Allen,  of  the  Schooner  Bessie  Morris. 

June  14,  1873— Boat’s  crew  overhauled  Barges  Nos.  32  and 
34  of  the  Lebanon  Transportation  Co.,  unloading  pig  iron,  sup- 
posed to  be  stolen.  Captured  1,500  pounds,  valued  at  $30.00. 
Claimed  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Lebanon  Transportation 
Company. 

August  7,  1873 — Lieutenant  Hamilton  captured  G.  W.  Smith 
and  William  Glassmire  in  a boat  containing  600  pounds  of  iron, 
valued  at  $12.00.
